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LUKE xx. 38. 
He is not a God of the dead, but of the living 3 ; 


for all live unto him. 


E are now, my chriſtian brethren, 

/ aſſembled on the mournful occaſion 

of the deceaſe of a truly excellent man, one 
who ſtood in the endearing relation of paſtor 
to this congregation, but in a much more 
important relation to his country, and even 
to the world. If, after this, I may add, as 
an excuſe for thoſe who have made choice of 
me to addreſs you on the occaſion, he was 
one with whom I had been connected by an 
acquaintance of more than thirty years, and 
an intimate friendſhip of more than twenty. 
| In conſequence of this, I have never failed 

to occupy his place of preacher to you on 
my annual viſit to the metropolis ; ; and if a 
| B circum-

circumſtance which adds ſomething to the 
impreſſion on my own mind may be men- 


tioned on the occaſion, this is the very day - 


on which, if our friend had been alive and 
well, I ſhould, of courſe, have preached for 
him. Little did I expect, when I ſet out on 


my journey, that this would be his funeral 


ſermon, for at that time there were hopes of 
his recovery, and about a month before there 
was no more appearance of his approaching 
diſſolution than there is of that of any of 
ours at preſent. For though he was not of 
a robuſt conſtitution, and was drawing to- 
ward. the uſual term of human life, he had 


of late years recovered a better ſtate of health 
and ſpirits than had generally fallen to his 


ſhare ; ſo that, judging by appearances, he 
might have lived happily. to himſelf, and 


uſefully to the world, many years longer. 


May the reflection lead us all to the true 
wiſdom of conſidering our latter end, that we 
may hold ourſelves in conſtant readineſs for 
our ſummons hence; ſince at ſuch an hour 
as we think not that ſummons may come. 
5 1 | | | 
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But, my brethren, though the occaſion on 
which I am addreſſing you be a mournful 
one; and, having the feelings of men, it 
is impoſſible not to be affected with grief 
(which, to a proper degree, it is not only 
becoming, but uſeful, to indulge) we grieve 


not as thoſe who have no hope, but with a mix- 


ture of joy and exultation. For though we 
are ordinary men, and not ſtoicks, we are 
alſo chriſtians, and not heathens ; and there- 


fore we can adopt the language of our Sa- 
viour which I have read to you; intimating 


that, notwithſtanding the inroads that death 
is conſtantly making upon our race, though 
multitudes are every day carried from the 
ſtate of the living to the regions of the 
dead, all live unto God. In his eye, | who 
regards the certain future as if it was actually 
preſent, all who are to live again dh live 
again ; and this comprehends every individual 
of the human race, from our progenitor 
Adam, to thoſe who ſhall be alive at the 
conſummation of all things. More eſpecially 
ſince Chrift died, and roſe again, all who fleep 
in him, or who, like our friend, die in the 
faith, the hope, and the practice, of the 

„„ goſpel,

goſpel, Hall God bring with him, at that great 


day, when our exalted Saviour ſhall return 
in glory, and by that power which diſtin- 
guiſhed him before his aſcenſion, viz. the 
power of. God his Father, he ſhall raiſe all 
the dead, and, by divine appointment and 


direction, ſhall give unto every one according 


to his works. 


Nay, as the Apoſtle Paul informs us, they 


who ſhall be alive at that great day ſhall have 


no advantage over thoſe who ſhall be afleep. 
For the dead in Chriſt ſhall riſe firſt ; and 
then, not before, ſhall they who are alive be 
changed, and rendered immortal like their 
deceaſed brethren. At that glorious period, 
which to each of us will appear to arrive 
very ſoon, we ſhall fee our friend again, and 
I truſt have a happy meeting with him, in 
far more pleaſing circumſtances than the 
preſent, never to be he ated more. 


In the paſſage of the goſpel from which 
my text is taken, our Saviour is proving the 
truth of the reſurrection to the Sadducees, a 
ſect among the Jews who denied it, but who 

| | | yet 
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yet believed the divine miſſion of Moſes, and 
admitted the authority of the Scriptures, as 


we now call them, of the Old Teſtament. 


He obſerves that a conſiderable time after 


the death of the patriarchs, Abraham, Iſaac, 


and Jacob, the Divine Being, ſpeaking to 


Moſes, calls himſelf heir God. But, ſays 


our Saviour, God is not the God of the dead, 
but of the living ; for all Iive unto him. That 
is, fince, though they are dead, they are to 
live again, God, who ſees into futurity, re- 
gards them as if they were already raiſed from 


the dead, and ſpeaks of them as if they then 
ſtood in the ſame relation to him that they 
ever did, or ſhould do, 


IJ make no 8 on the force of the 


argument. It was addreſſed to Jews, and 
therefore it was ſufficiently to the purpoſe if 


it had weight with them. But we chriſtians 


have a clearer and ſtronger evidence of a 
reſurrection, viz. that which is afforded by 


the declarations of Chriſt, confirmed by 


. miracles, and eſpecially by his own reſur- 
rection from the dead; an event, which, 


judging by the uſual rules of eſtimating the 
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6 A Diſcourſe on the 


value of human teſtimony, we may venture 


to ſay is better authenticated than any other 


event in hiſtory *. 


Let unbelievers be, what many of them 


pretend to be, pbilgſaphers, or ſerious inquirers 


after truth, and into the cauſes of things; 
let them not, as they generally do, reject the 
goſpel hiſtory without enquiry; but let them 
examine its authority as they would that of 
other hiſtorical books, and determine accord- 
ingly. The means of forming a rational 


judgment are fully in their power; and cer- 
tainly no queſtion can be ſo intereſting to us 


all as whether What we now ſee be all that 
we have to look to, or enjoy, of life, or 


whether, after we have been dead, we ſhall 


be raiſed again to a new and immortal life, 


in which we ſhall be happy or miſerable ac- 


cording as we have. lived virtuouſly or not, 
in the preſent ſtate. 


To this future ſtate, as I am now addreſſ- 
ing an aſſembly of chriſtians, who entertain 


For this I refer to. a Diſcourſe on the Reſurre&ion of Jeſus, 
which will ſoon be before the public, | 
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no doubt of it, let us now, my brethren, 
direct our attention; and from it derive the 
inſtruction and conſolation which the con- 
ſideration of it is calculated to afford us. 
Our friend, though dead, in the eye of God 
is alive: his paſt asd his future exiſtence 
may be faid to be equally preſent to the 
divine mind; becauſe both are equally certain. 
We know the paſt, and thence may in ſome 
meaſure anticipate the future; as from tlie 
ſeed time we form a judgment of the future 
| harveſt; and the Seriptures aſſure us that, as 
they who in this life ſow 70 the fleſh, ſhall of 
' the fleſh reap corruption; ſo they who ſoap to the 
_ ſpirit, who live that ſpiritual and virtuous 
life which the goſpel preſcribes to us, al 
of the ſpirit reap liſe everlaſting ; and if ſo, 
we can have no doubt but that our departed 
friend will have changed his condition for 
the better. 


The virtues of Dr. Price, 1 may ſay, with= 
out being charged with extravagant panegyric, 
or flattery, which ſhould be far from this 
ſacred place, as it was remote from his pure 
and ſimple mind, will live in the memory 
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not only of the preſent, but of future gene- 
rations. For few perſons in the private walks 


of life, in no public office or employment, 
and wholly remote from courts, were ever 


more generally known, or reſpected. His 
labours made him in pretty early life the 


benefactor of mankind. Not only was his 


object in his more abſtruſe mathematical 


ſtudies the benefit of his countrymen, by 
reducing to greater certainty, and ſetting in 


a clearer light than had ever been done be- 
fore, the doctrine of Annuities, and many 
intereſting ſubjects, for which thouſands in 
this country have reaſon to thank him; but 


ſo ardent was his zeal for the natural rights 
of men, and ſo forcibly and effectually did 
he plead the cauſe of liberty, civil and re- 


ligious, that no inconſiderable proportion of 
the human race acknowledge his writings to 
have been of eminent uſe to their attainment 
of thoſe great bleſſings; and the moſt auguſt 
aſſembly in the world, by which I wiſh to be 
underftood the National Aſſembly of France, 


have juſtly ſtyled him the apoſtle of liberty. 


Not that he added much to the clearneſs of 
its principles; but ſtrongly feeling their force, 
78 LEE he 
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he inſpired all his readers with the ſame ar- 
dent love of it, and zeal for it; ſo as to make 
liberty appear more defirable, and tyranny 
more deteſtable; and in this reſpect, though 
dead, he yet BANG 


In the 3 of Dr. Price men and citi- 
zens may ever ſee their rights, and magi- 
ſtrates their duty; and ſo plainly and forcibly 
are theſe leſſons. given, that our children may 
underſtand and feel them. That the great 
end of civil ſociety, and the object of all civil 
government, is the public good; that every 
form of government is excellent in propor- 
tion as it is adapted to gain this end, that all 
perſons employed and paid by the public are 
the ſervants of the public, that they are ac- 
countable to the public, and of courſe pu- 
niſhable for their negle& of duty, are now 
conſidered as axioms, as indiſputable as any 
in geometry; and the writings of Dr. Price 
have contributed more than thoſe of anyother 
perſon, I may almoſt ſay living or dead, to 
make them generally underſtood, and what 
is more, to their impartarice: being n 
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It may be conſidered as an univerſal truth, 
that no man can riſe to great eminence with- 
out having enemies in proportion to it; and 
few men- have had more of this honourable 
appendage to real merit-than Dr. Price. He 
long ſtood the object of reproach and ca- 
lumny to the. intereſted tools of power, to 
the prejudiced, and to the timid. And on 
this account ſome may think it neceſſary to 
apologize for his conduct, in the writings to 
which I now refer, eſpecially as his profeſſion 
was that of a preacher of the goſpel of peace. 
But I cannot apologize for public virtue, and 
public ſpirit, in any man. It is univerſally 
pratſe-worthy, and a FR ſubje& of enco- 
mium. 


Whatever elſe we be, we are all members 
of ſociety, and citizens of the world; and 
as ſuch we are bound to conſult the public 
welfare, as far as we have an opportunity to 
promote it, which was eminently the caſe of 
Dr. Price. His character and his writings 
gave him acceſs to men in power, and who 
have influence in public affairs, not only in 
England, but alſo in America and in France, 

| | not 
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not to mention other countries; and his 


wiſe counſels were not always without effect. 


But perſons in leſs conſpicuous ſituations are 
juſtifiable, and more than juſtifiable, for their 


endeavours to ſerve the public, be they more 
or leſs attended to; and in every free, that 
is, in every equitable and juſt government, 
the voice of every man intereſted in it will be 
heard, and attended to, in n proportion to his 


intereſt, 


Theſe duties reſpecting the public need not 
to interfere with thoſe of a more private na- 
ture, Did our deceafed friend, notwithſtand- 
ing his attention to politics, neglect any part 
of his duty as a miniſter of the goſpel, ora 


member of ſociety i in any other reſpect? You 


know that he was ever exemplary in them 
all. Was the ftrain of his pulpit diſcourſes - 
ever factious? Did they tend to make you 
difcontented with government, or inflame 
your paſſions againſt thoſe who had the ad- 
miniſtration of it? You know the contrary. 
The mild but warm benevolence of his own 
heart he diffuſed into yours. It was his bu- 


ſineſs, and delight, on all occaſions to in- 


culcate the 8 8 duties of piety and reſigna- 
tion 
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tion to God, and good-will to all men, to- 
gether with that happy equanimity, which 
prepares the mind for all events, proſperous 
or adverſe, public or private. You could 
not, I am confident, leave this place, after 
attending his ſervices in it, without feeling 
yourſelves more meek and placid, more diſ- 
poſed to forbearance and forgiveneſs, than 


to revenge, 


No Chriſtian miniſter can teach his congre- 
ation the whole of their duty, and leave out 
that claſs of duties which are owing to ſo- 
ciety, and the magiſtrates of it; and duties 
have a neceſſary connection with rights. 
Theſe, therefore, Dr. Price did not do wrong 
to explain; and as his own mind was tho- 
roughly enlightened in theſe reſpects, I take 
it for granted that, on proper occaſions, he 
endeavoured to give that light to you, and 
with that light a proper degree of warmth ; 
but as this warmth was ever tempered in his 
own mind by reaſon and moderation, it would 
in that ſtate be communicated to you. 


As an Engliſhman, and one who always 
felt ney when he ſaw clearly, Dr. Price 
Jy 
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faithfully warned his countrymen of the 
danger ariſing from the encreaſing weight 
of the national debt, which for a long time 
| ſeemed to alarm only himſelf ; but which we 
all now ſee muſt work either our reforma- 
tion, or our ruin. 


Dr. Price was alſo the firſt, the loudeſt, 
and the moſt inceſſant, in his cries againſt 
that moſt cruel, unjuſt, and impolitic war 
with our brethren acroſs the Atlantic, which 
terminated, as he foreſaw, in the eſtabliſh- 
ment of their liberty, and the doubling of 
our debt. In all this, was he the enemy of 
his country, as he was then conſidered? N 275 
was he not its greateſt friend? 2 


5 


Theſe conſequences of this ever- memora- 
ble war, with reſpect to England and Ame- 
rica, Dr. Price foreſaw, and foretold; but 
he did not foreſee what has been in a great 
meaſure another conſequence of that war, and 
of the eſtabliſhment of liberty in America. I 
mean the emancipation of France from their 
arbitrary government, without war, and by 
the natural operation only of thoſe burdens 

which 


Eg 
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which former wars, and former follies and ex- 
travagancies, ſimilar to our own, had brought 
upon them. Living, however, to ſee this great 
event, as the friend of mankind, he gloriouſly 
exulted in the proſpect of the ineſtimable bleſſ- 
ings which muſt accrue from it to that great 
nation, and of thoſe which, to his enlarged 
mind, it opened of the extenſion of liberty 
to all Europe, and finally to all mankind. 
And, as if he had foreſeen his own ſpeedy 
diſſolution after theſe great events, in a dif- 
courſe} which was received with the greateſt 


applauſe by all the friends of liberty, and for 5 


which he incurred the boundleſs reproach of 
his enemies, he adopted the ſong of old Si- 
meon in the goſpel, Now letteft thou thy ſer- 
vant depart in peace, for mine eyes have ſeen 
tby ſalvation. Conſidering the ſhare which 
Dr. Price had in theſe events (with which 
alſo he was continually reproached by the 
friends of arbitrary power) it may be com- 
pared to the death of a warrior in the mo- 
ment of vIctory: | bt 


—_ 


But from one ſpecies of reproach and 


abuſe, to 1 moſt declaimers againſt go- 
vernment 
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vernment are ſubject, Dr. Price was univer- 
ſally exempted. His bittereſt enemies, in 
their greateſt violence, never taxed him with 
it. I mean his having intereſted views. His 
patriotiſm, though warm, was ever of the 
pureſt kind, looking to nothing for himſelf ; 
and when he had the freeſt acceſs to men in 
power, never uſing it for his own emolu- 
ment, or that of his neareſt friends. In this 
ſituation. he conferred favours, but never re- 
ceived any. So generally was his character 
in this reſpe& known, that when he gave a 
great part of his time to the ſervice of his 
country in calculations, for judgment and 
accuracy in which, he was the only man 
particularly looked up to by thoſe who com- 
poſed the legiſlature of his country, no pe- 
cuniary reward was ever thought of by him, 
or for him. He gave his labours in the ſame 
diſintereſted manner to ſeveral private ſocie- 
ties who wiſhed to eſtabliſh funds for the be- 
nefit of their poſterity, and in return had 
nothing but the warmeſt acknowledgments 
for the moſt important ſervices. In calcula- 
tions of this kind the merit of Dr. Price 
ſtands anrivalled, and would be alone ſuffici- 
| 7; ent 
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ent to tranſmit his name with the greateſt 
reſpect to future ages. 


In this diſintereſted manner did Dr. Price 
uniformly act, though his circumſtances were 
by no means what the world would call af- 
fluent, confidering that he lived near the 
metropolis, and in the ſociety of the moſt 
opulent in it. But his ſtile of life was of 
the ſimpleſt kind, and he was rich, as almoſt 
any man may be, by his moderation and 
economy. From a moderate income he 
had a very conſiderable ſurplus, in the diſtri- 
bation of which he was moſt judicious and 
liberal. When, in my great intimacy with 
him, I was ſome years ago remonſtrating 
againſt one particular inſtance of his liberali- 
ty, he told me he made it a rule to expend 
one fifth of his income in ſome form of 
charity, and only wiſhed to produce the 
greateſt good by it; but that, had he had 
children, he would have contented himſelf 
with giving a tenth. | 


Here, my brethren, is an example worthy 
of. imitation by the moſt opulent among you, 
TT and 
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and which, as Dr. Price is now dead, I think 
it not amiſs to hold out to you, and to the 
world. But alas! the greater part of thoſe 
who are poſſeſſed of wealth, inſtead of enlarg- 
ing their fortunes, and their means of doing 


good, by diminiſhing their wants, and their 


expenditure, are ever ſtretching them to the 
utmoſt bounds, and beyond the bounds, f 
their incomes, though the evident conſe- 
quence of this conduct is their own infinite 
embarraſſment, and a total incapacity of do- 
ing good to others. This, however, is a 
duty incumbent .upon all who have, or who 
might command, the means of it; a duty 
enjoined by that great Being who, for the 
wiſeſt purpoſes, viz. for promoting general 
virtue, for the exerciſe of patience, humility, 


and gratitude in ſome, and of generofity in 


others, has appointed that inequality which 
we ſee to prevail in the conditions of men on 


the face of the whole earth. 


Such glorious characters, however, there 
are in the world, though little known in the 
buſtle and glitter of public life; perſons who 
ſpend even more on others, than they do on 
e C them 
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themſelves; who really conſider themſelves as 
merely ſtewards of the bounty of Divine Pro- 
vidence, and almoners of the Almighty, inti- 
tled only to their portion for their care of the 
diſtribution. Such was Mr. Howard, the 
intimate friend of Dr. Price, and ſuch are 
others whoſe names it is their wiſh to remain 
unknown, but which 'will be proclaimed ar 
the reſurrection of the juſt, when they who have 
fowed bountifully ſhall alſo reap bountifully, and 
when they who are rich now, but who make 
no generous or wiſe uſe. of their riches, will 
wiſh that they had been poor. The good deeds 
of ſuch men, though buried in oblivion now, 
all Jive unto God, They are preſerved in the 
book of his remembrance, and in that book 
the characters are indelible, as the volume is 
e 


Dr. Price's piety, ern is the ſureſt 9 
dation of all virtue, was not leſs, though it 
was leſs conſpicuous, than his benevo- 
lence. ' The peculiar fervor of his devotion, 
ever expreſſed in the moſt natural and un- 
affected manner, you muſt have conſtantly 
— in the pulpit, and in all his public 
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ſervices of which prayer made a part, and the 
deep ſenſe that he had of the conſtant pre- 
ſence and providence of God was always ap- 
parent in his converſation on religious ſub- 
jects. But ſuch marks of ſtrong devotional 
feelings as he diſcovered when he was under- 
leſs conſtraint, in the more private devotions 
of his family (of which ſome of his more fa- 
miliar religious friends muſt have been occa- 
ſionally witneſſes) I have ſeldom ſeen in any 
other perſon; and as he was too apt to look 
at the dark fide of things, ſentiments of the 
deepeſt reverence, and the moſt entire ſub- 
-miſſion to the divine will, were moſt predo- 
minant on ſuch occaſions. I can compare 
the earneſt manner in which he always ex- 
preſſed himſelf at thoſe times to nothing but 
what we may conceive to have been that of 
our Saviour in the garden, when, in prayer 
to his Almighty father, he ſaid, Not my will, 
but thine be done, No doubt he felt more 
intenſely ſtill in his more private devotions, 
when, with or without the uſe of words, he 
poured out his whole heart to his father who 
ſeeth in ſecret. It was evident to all his ac- 
Ante that his devotion was both in- 
bil | C 2 tenſe 
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tenſe and habitual, the idea of God and of 
his providence. being never long abſent from 
his mind. No perſon well acquainted with 
Dr. Price could ſay, that rational ſentiments 
of chriſtianity are unfriendly. to devotion. 


Perhaps the ſentiments of no man's mind 
were ever more clearly perceived in the na- 
tural expreſſion of them than thoſe of Dr. 
Price. It was impoſſible to converſe with 
him, and not apply to him the character 
which our Saviour gave to Nathanael, of 2 
man without guile. Such ſimplicity of man- 
ners, with ſuch genuine marks of perfect in- 

tegrity and benevolence, diffuſed around him 
a charm, which the forms of politeneſs can 
but poorly imitate. Accordingly, his ſociety 
was coveted by thoſe who were bred in 
courts, as ſuperior to any thing they found 
in * moſt N circles. 


4 As a kin why tac thing that is 
termed oratory, he never failed to gain uni- 

verſal attention; and what he delivered in his 
plain and artleſs manner, coming evidently 
from the heart, made a. deeper impreſſion 
9:11 than 
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than thoſe diſcourſes which are heard with 
the loudeſt burſts of applauſe. I am confi- 
dent that all that you who have attended up - 
on his miniſtry can wiſh for in a ſpeaker is 
ſuch a delivery as his, which to appearance 
had nothing in it that was ſtriking, or 85 
larly amet: becauſe it was 3 unſtudied. * 
* 1 theſe ae my 2 
18 ah no means to deliver a panegyrie, but to 
ſpeak for your inſtruction and edification. 
But a diſcourſe on occaſion of the death of ſo 
excellent a perſon as Dr. Price is neceſſarily 
of this nature, and I flatter myſelf it will 
prove more really uſeful, than if I had more 
ſtrictly confined myſelf to the confideration 
of death, of future judgement, or any other 
of the topics which are uſually inſiſted upon 
on theſe occaſions. I ſhall therefore, without 
any farther apology, proceed to mention 
ſome more particulars of extraordinary merit 
in our deceaſed friend, and ſuch as deſerve 
N imitation 106532: 30) i e en 
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howeyer, was the; leaſt article m, his. praiſe, 
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and-the confidence which, on that account, 
he might be ſuppoſed to place in his own 


| judgement, which no man took more pains 


to form, he was remarkably diffident of him- 
ſelf, and in public controverſy his natural 

mgeninous temper led him to expreſs his 
doubts in the frankeſt manner; and though, 
when he thought his argument well found- 
ed, he made uſe of pretty ſtrong language, he 
did not think the worſe of his antagoniſts in 
a moral reſpect. The topics on which he 
engaged in controverſy with myſelf were 
thoſe on which it is well known that he laid 
peculiar ſtreſs. He thought ſome of them 
to be of great importance even in a practical 
view; and yet my openly differing from him 
with regard to them made noTthange what- 
ever in his reſpe& for me. Nay, if I might 
Judge from appearances, which in him were 
never deceitful, it increaſed that reſpect; nor, 
Which is another uſual effect of public con- 
troverſy; did he in conſequence of it become 
more tenacious of the opinions for which he 
contended. Judging by the ſame ſure ap- 
pearanets, he © became in conſequence of it 
more doubtful, and on As occaſions, with 
his 


Pr 
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his uſual ingenuouſneſs, never ſcrupled to 


acknowledge it, though it did not appear that 


his opinions were materially changed. That 
this circumſtance did not diminiſh my reſpect 
for him, is not to be wondered at. Beſides, 
I did not lay the ſame ſtreſs on the points in 


diſpute that he did. In real candour, I queſ- 


tion whether Dr. Price ever had a ſuperior. 


The greateſt defect in Dr. Price aroſe from 
an exceſs of this amiable virtue of candour. 
He could hardly ſee a fault in thoſe to: whom 
he was much attached. Of this pleaſing

Dr. Price's extreme unwillingneſs to dif- 
oblige any perſon was the occafion of no 
ſmall trouble and embarraſſment to him. 


His well known public fpirit, and benevo- 


lence, brought upon bim many applications 


for advice and aſſiſtance, and many requeſts 
of perſonal interviews, which he did not 
know how to decline. In this caſe alone did 


he want firmneſs of mind. In the cauſe of 


truth, or public liberty,'ho man had leſs con-

eern about what any perſon thought, or 
ſaid, of him; but he could not, without great 
pain to himſelf, do any thing that had the 
appearance of being unkind, or uncivil. On 
this principle he ſacrificed much of his own 
eaſe and ſatisfaction to that of others. He 
often complained to me, and I doubt not to 
others of his friends, of his want of reſolution 
in this reſpect, and the great loſs of time, 
which he could _y 11 ſpare, by this means. 


- Humility i is a virtue nearly allied to can- 
park and benevolence, and I never knew a 
Perſon leſs ſenſible of his own excellencies, 
or ſo little elated by the great celebrity to 
which he attained, (and this was greater

- fro me with reſpect. to the perſon of Chrift, 


no man laid more ſtreſs than he did on his 
being a creature of God, equally with our- 


| ſelves, and no more an object of worſhip than 
any other creature whatever. Alſo, though 


he held the opinion of 2 ſoul diſtinct from the 
body, we were both agreed in its being the 
clear doctrine of the Scriptures, that there is 


no ſtate of perception, or action, between 


death and the general judgement. This in- 


terval he fully expected to paſs as in a pro- 
found ſleep, and not to awake but (to adopt 


the figurative language of Scripture) at the 


ſound of that trumpet, which ſhall awake us 
all; when we ſhall at the ſame time ſee our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt coming in the clouds of 
heaven, with power and great glory.. _ 


In 
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In the mean time, as our reſurrection and 
future life are certain, we all live unto God. 
In his eye, our departed friend is neither 
dead, nor fleepeth, His faithful ſervant, 
though reduced to duſt, every particle of 
which will ſoon be diſperſed, is not forgot- 
ten by him, but 1s deſtined to receive the re- 
ward of his labours, in that ſtate of enjoy- 
ment, and generous activity alſo, to which 
he continually looked. In the mean time, 
to uſe the accurate language of the Apoſtle 
Paul, Bis life is hid with Chrift in God, but 
when Chriſt, who is our liſe, ſhall appear, then, 
though not before, /hall be alfo appear with 
bim in glory. 


His faith and his practice let us, my bre- 
thren, continually follow. Otherwiſe, our 
condemnation, and eſpecially yours who had 
ſuch frequent opportunities of edifying by 
his inſtructions and his example, will be 
greatly aggravated. But, adhering to his 
precepts, and following his example, we may 
anticipate, by faith the joyful time of our

If we nay be allowed to indulge ourſelves 
in a reflection not of the moſt ſerious nature, 
but ſuggeſted by a review of Dr. Price's la- 
bours; ſuppoſing the amount of the expecta- 
tion of life to be in my caſe, as I find, about 
fourteen years, in many of you not more 
than half that number, and at the moſt not 
much more chan tw-enty in TY whoſe age

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admitted of any long acquaintance with him, 
and the interval between the time of our 
death and that of our reſurrection to be 
nothing at all, becauſe not perceived by us, 
it is in effect only fourteen, or about twenty 
years that we can expect to be ſeparated from 
him; and in this life we often paſs more 
time without ſeeing thoſe whom we moſt re- 
ſpe ; but with the idea of ſeeing them again, 
and of their not being unhappy, we are not 
diſtreſſed at their abſence. 

13 then ook we to be affected who, 
as « Shriſtans, not only bepe, but firmly be- 
lieve, that in ſo ſhort a ſpace we may ſee our 
deceaſed friend again, and be able to tell him 
what he will be as eager to learn, how thoſe 
things about which he moſt intereſted him- 
ſelf, reſpecting the welfare of his country, 
and of mankind, went on after his death; 
and ſuch is the proſpect that is now opening 
upon us, reſpecting the enlargment of civil and 
religious liberty, and the extenſion of general 
happineſs, that the longeſt liver will e 
have: the beſt news to carry him. 

| Let 
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Let ſuch be the uſe that we make of his 
valuable labours, in eſtimating the probable 
duration of human life. Let us ſo number 
our days, as to apply our hearts unto wiſdom. 
Death is often conſidered not in too ſerious, 
for that is impoſſible, but in too gloomy a 
light; when to Chriſtians, for whom 1t has 
ns /ting, it ought to appear in a pleaſing. one. 
As a releaſe from pain, from trouble, and 2 
thouſand diſtreſſing uncertainties, to which 
we are now ſubject, it is unqueſtionably de- 
firable ; and of the cloſe of life men have 
(not indeed naturally, or neceſſarily, but too 
commonly) little enjoyment. It 1s too often 
a burden to themſelves, and to others; 
and is it not deſirable to be releaſed from 
that burden? LES 


Was it not better for our deceaſed friend 
to be at eaſe in death, than in a ſtate of pain, 
or imbecility; and what proſpect was there 
of his life being much more valuable to him- 
ſelf or others? Surely then the near ap- 

proach of a new and a better life, in which 
corruption ſhall put on incorruption, and this 
| 1 ſhall put on immortality, was a moſt 
deſirable. 
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defirable thing with reſpe& to himſelf, and 
therefore * not to appear otherwiſe to us. 


Though I have no doubt a that old 


age, without diſeaſe, and with the uſe of our 
rational faculties, is the moſt deſirable period 
of life, moſt abounding with real ſatisfaction; 


when the tumult of paſſion is ſubſided, when 


reaſon has gained its proper aſcendancy, and 
when traces of numberleſs former impreſſions 
make intellectual pleaſures more exquiſite, 
as well as more laſting, than thoſe of ſenſe 
have ever been; this is the happy lot of very 
few, and therefore ought not to be expected 
by the generahty of mankind. Conſequently, 
after the period of uſefulneſs is over, the 
cloſe of this ſcene by death is not a ſubject 
of regret, but of defire ; and the pains which 
accompany, or rather precede, death, do not 
in general exceed thoſe to which we are fre- 
-quently expoſed during the courſe of our 
lives. Therefore they are no ſubject of par- 
ticular complaint. Thoſe of our friend 
indeed, at the cloſe of life, were often very 
ſevere, but he bore them with the greateſt 
patience and fortitude, and while he was able 


to 
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to converſe, he was ſo far from complaining 
of what he felt, that he was frequently ex- 
preſſing his gratitude to God for his diſ- 
tinguiſhed favor to him, and in the ſevereſt 
agony kept ſaying that the — of God 
was unqueſtionable. 

Let us, however, my brethren, patiently 
and thankfully receive whatever lot, plea- 
ſurable or painful, it ſnall pleaſe Divine Pro- 
vidence to appoint for us; confident, as we 
well may be, that whatever it be, it is for 
the beſt; that nothing can come to pals, not 
even a ſparrow fall to the ground, without 
the will of God. If, as our Saviour has ſaid, 
even the hairs of our heads are all numbered, 
much more are the years of our lives. God 
has fixed a bound which we cannot paſs. Though 
our own miſtakes, or thoſe of others, and 
conduct which we deem to be imprudent and 
injudicious, be among the means of fixing 
this period of our lives, we ſhould not forget 
that there is a will above ours, and which

To repine at the proceedings of Divine

ICHARD PRICE vas born the RY 

of February, 1723, at Tynton, in 
Glamorganſhire, - being the ſon of the Rev. 
Rice Price, who was for many years the 


paſtor of a congregation of Diſſenters at 
Teo in the ſame cy "ESE 


At the age of about eight years he was 


ſent to ſchool to the Rev. Mr. Joſeph Sim 


mons at Neath, and having been continued 
there for three or four years, he was removed 
to Pentwyn, in Caermarthenſhire, where he 
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was placed under the care of the Rev. Samuel 


Jones, whom he was uſed to repreſent as a 


man of a very enlarged mind, and who firſt in- 


ſpired him with liberal ſentiments of religion. 


Having lived here nearly as long as he had 


done with Mr. Simmons, he was ſent to the 


Rev. Vavaſor Griffith's academy, at Talgarth, 
in Breconſhire.— In the month of June 1739 
his father died, and in the beginning of the 
following year he alſo loſt his mother.— 
Immediately after this laſt event he quitted 
Mr. Griffith's academy, and came to London. 
Here he was ſettled at the academy, of which 


Mr. Eames was the principal tutor, under 


the patronage of his uncle, the Rev. Samuel 
Price, who was co-paſtor with Dr. Watts 


for upwards of forty years. 


At the end of four years he left this aca- 
demy, and reſided with Mr. Streatfield, of 
Stoke-Newington. At the commencement 
of his refidence here, he aſſiſted Dr. Chand- 
ler at the meeting-houſe in the Old jewry. 
He afterwaxds occaſionally preached at Ed- 
monton, and after having lived near thirteen 

5 6 years 
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years in this family, he was induced, in con- 
ſequence of the death of his uncle and of 
Mr. Streatfield, which had lately happened, 
to change his ſituation in life.ä— In the year 
1757 therefore, he was married to Mifs- Saralt- 


Blundell, originally of Belgrave, in Leiceſter- 


ſnire, but who had, previous to her mar- 
riage, reſided for ſome time at Hackney. 


In this place he lived for the firſt year 
after his marriage; but upon being choſen. 
paſtor of the Diſſenting congregation at 
Newington-Green, he removed thither in the 


following year, where he continued till the 
death of his wife, which happened in Septem- 


ber 1786, and induced him once more to ex- 


change his reſidence for Hackney in the ſuc- 


ceeding March. — After having officiated for 
ſome time at Newington-Green, he was cho- 
ſen afternoon- preacher ,at Mr. Radcliffe 


meeting-houſe in Poor Jewry.

year 1770, upon being elected paſtor of the

During the laſt ſix years of his life he 
_ eonfined himſelf to the morning ſervice” at 
Hackney, which he regularly performed fill 
the 2oth of February, when he preached his 
laſt ſermon. On Wedneſday the 2 3d of that 
month he was taken ill of a ſlow nervous 
fever, occafioned by his attending the fune- 
ral of a friend at Bunhill-fields. He lan- 
guiſhed under that diſorder for a fortnight, 
and then ſeemed to be recovering. But on 
Saturday the 17th of March (when every 
ſymptom of the fever had diſappeared) he 
was violently attacked by a diſorder in his 
bladder, which had been gradually coming 
on for ten or twelve years. — This, though 
accompanied with the moſt excruciating pain, 
never excited a murmur or a grojt from

In the intervals of eaſe he was placid, and 
even cheerful, but in conſequence of the long 
continuance of the diſorder, his ſtrength and 
ſpirits were at laſt ſo reduced that he could

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not ſpeak without much difficulty: On Sa- 
turday the 16th of April the violence of hig 
diſorder increaſed exceedingly—his pains be- 
came more and more frequent, and he was 
rendered totally incapable of taking any nou- 
riſhment. At length, worn out with agony 
and diſeaſe, but ſtill in the full enjoyment af 
his underſtanding, he expired without a groan 
at half paſt one in n the morning of N - 
the 19th.
